of one class it is fair that the debts of the 
other should be also assumed.

It is significant that the British Col- 
umbia canners did not have to start the 
“row”. They apparently .knew. nothing 
about the deal until the explosion occurred 
in London when the news got out. Thanks 
to the storm of public protest there is a 
| prospect that the sale will not go through, 
| and that Canadian canners will supply the 

trade. The cabled reports seem to indicate 
that should the Japanese salmon be im- 
ported the importers may have to re-ship 
it abroad or eat it themselves. 

This is the more remarkable because 
last year the British market took 1,353,- 
351 cases of Japanese salmon, with no not- 
able protests from the consuming public. 
Quite evidently the recent action of the 
Japanese military leaders, in stirring up 
hostility to Britain and British interests, 
have also stirred up trouble for their fish- 
ermen in the British market. 

What has happened in the last week 
at Tientsin is likely to put the kibosh on 


the salmon deal—and on a good many 
more sales of Japanese products in Bri- 
tain. But Canadian producers should 
note that their customers in the old 


lands started the rumpus before the ten- 
sion at Tientsin became acute; a hopeful 
sign that Canadian products enjoy a sen- 
timental as well as a tariff preference in 
Britain. 


The tariff board, investigating the 
sugar industry, learned one reason why 
Canada’s trade treaty with the British 
West Indies has been cancelled and a new 
deal called for. Canada gave free entry to 
West Indies molasses, while imposing a 
duty of 1!, cents a gallon on the foreign 
product. But a British company which 
controls the output of the islands prompt- 
ly marked up the price 1!» cents a gallon, 
and has been pocketing $75,000 a year of 
the money of Canadian consumers, with 
no benefit going to the West Indian pro- 
ducers. The treaty being abrogated, the 
producers now have an inducement to talk 
plainly to the company.

Cross Urges Prevention Of Low Signs First Order For 


Illness In Health Week 
Campaign 
Declaring that about one-half 
of the annual iliness in Canada 
is preventable, Hon, Dr. W, W. 
Cross, minister of health and re- 
lief, in calling upon Albertans to 
put forth an effort on behalf of 


“health week,” commencing June 
26, pointed out that “while treat- 
ment of disease is the doctor's 
work, prevention of disease is 
everybody's work.” He added: 
“That's why we are appealing to 
everybody to become health con- 
scious.” 


Continuing, Dr, Cross declared 
that “Canadians and especially Al- 
bertans, are a healthier people gen- 
erally speaking, but there is still 
more room for a keener conscious- 
ness of health. We should all take 
a greater pride in being healthy 
and strive more diligently to main- 
tain good physical health. Every 
Alberta citizen should be conscious 
of a desire to do everything pos- 
sible to develop here the tallest 
soundest, strongest and healthiest 
people in Canada. Churches, clubs 
and other organizations could help 
greatly by organizing health guilds 
among their members 

"We don’t need to bemoan the 
facts regarding increased insanity 
or the possible depreciation of the 
general health of this or that gen- 
eration We will get further by 
combatting these cond ns effi- 
ciently and under the direction of 
experts The great need of the 
moment is to awaken every citizen 
to the job he or she can undertake 
to guard against the spread of 
disease and to improve his or her 
physical condition 

“The department of health has 
organized a travelling clinic which 
will visit 12 rural districts during 
the summer, conducting lectures on 
communicable diseases, foods and 
their uses, first aid, sanitation and 
“pre-natal care. Demonstrations will 
be given on the care of infants and 
other subjects and the clinic will 
present motion picture displays dur- 
ing the evening 


CARE FOR CHILDREN 

“I feel that this is the proper time 
to conduct a health campaign of 
this nature, because, shortly, thous- 
ands cf children will be out of 
school and large numbers of fami 
lies will be going to holiday resorts 
They will be as it were on their 
own, away from schools where ill- 
ness may be detected in early stages 
and away from home where they 
are always in contact with neigh- 
bors or their doctors. Under these 
conditions, threats to good health 


are always more numerous and it! 


is well to be thoroughly prepared | 
to guard against them.”
